rant and gone through a vacant lot, I 
certainly would-feel the same way. 
Mr Fairall. Now, I move to strike out 
that'answer as not responsive a-volun- 
teer statement, an argument to the jury.

Olney Jr. of tho defense, who held that 
the wishes of the late donor oC the fund 
were being carried out in retiring upon 
pay for three years a principal who had 
devoted more than forty years' of ef- 
ficient service to the Institution, Attorney 
Charles Wesley Beed questioned Wilkin- 
son as to his property interests and his 
Income in addition to the pension.

WILKINSON TESTIFIES, 


The

uuivorlng lias of his request of retire- 
ment that ho might enjoy at least a brief 
earthly rest beforo entering into a rest 
that would bo final; of tho granting of his 
wish by tha board of directors at a meet- 
Ing- on July 28, 1909; of his having ashed 
for "some consideration" In the way ol 
financial aid until his property .

He declared, in answer to Attor- 
ney Olney, that it was the position of 
tho directors that the state controller 
or other state officials had the right to 
supervise the funds, and investigate their 
expendltuses.

-Attorney Reed made the contention that 
the Durham and other funds should be 
turned into the state treasury and hand- 
led at Sacramento. 


Attorney Olney declared that the man-

Since then, he testified, he has received 
au tho principal of the institution, a total 
of about 5100,000, the annual salary ^elng 
S3000, out of which he has been able to 
save but little. 


Refused an appropriation for tho pay- 
ment of a cook's salary at the irftitltu- 
tlon, he reported that he had paid out 
in all 59614 for the services of such an 
employe. 


$3000 PRIVATE INCOME. 


The retired principal stated that at the 


time of the San Francisco fire he had 
property, principally In that city, amount- 
ing to $100,000 In value; that ho had not 
received $20,000 insurance on a building 
burned in tho fire of 1908, and that his 
'present not income amounts to about 
$3000 annually, In addition to the. salary 
as principal emeritus. He borrowdo large 
Bums after the lire of 1906, and pending 
the straightening out of his financial dif- 
ficulties, he had asked aid for a time 
following his retirement. 


"But if there is anything illegal in ac- 


cepting this yearly amount, I don't want a 
dollar of it," declared Wilkinson, with 
smotion. 


His testimony concluded the morning 


session, which was adjourned until 2 
o'clock this afternoon. 


A difference of opinion between the at- 


torneys of both sides as to the merits 
of the expenditure of $2000 .annually out 
of the Durham bequest for three years 
as a pension for- Wilkinson, was the basis 
of the entire morning's proceedings. 


REPORTS DEMANDED. 


Attorney Reed, who represent^ the pe- 


titioners asking for tho dismissal of Prin- 
cipal Keith and a change in methods of. 
managing- the Institution, contended" that 
the code provided that it was. the duty 
of the board of directors t omake regular 
reports to the State authorities regarding 
expenditures from the Durham fund, as 
well as from other trust funds, In their 
hands. 


Director Wlgglnton Creed, a Berkeley 


attorney, who was tho only -witness on 
tho stand during the morning, with the 
exception of -Wilkinson, testified that 
the directors were responsible to thepeo- 
plo of the state for their management 
of the Durham and other bequests, but 
that they did not consider it necessary 
to consult tho governor or other state 
officials before 'investing the funds or 
making expenditures. 


Creed reported that the biennial re- 


port of Treasurer Griffith of the institu- 
tion to tho state authorities showed the 
standing of tho different funds,. Includ- 
ing cosh on hand and tho Interest and 
dividends received from the bequests. 


• 
When asked by Attorney Reed why an 


.Itemized report of the expenditures from 
the Durham fund had not been made, 
tho director stated that ho believed the 
biennial report showed sufficiently the 
condition of the funds. . 


In speaking of tho powers of the. di- 


rectors in managing such funds. Creed 
stated that a former statute governing 
the matter had been Indefinite and con- 
fusing and that he had 
drafted 
an 


amendment at the last legislature which 
governed the handling of the funds -with 
better results. He declared that the law 
jrlves authority to the directors to use 
the funds for tho best Interests of the 
institution, but does not state definitely 
tha exact manner In which tliey shall 
be spent. 


Attorney Olney, representing Principal 


Keith and the directors, 
Interpolated 


y in tho State treasury. 


Olney paid a tribute to Warring Wil- 


kinson in defense of his retirement on 
salary, declaring that -he had made tho 
institution one of the most notable in the 
United States, and that Its former" head 
was deemed a pioneer In the management 
of such schools. 


The- attorney maintained that the sal- 


ary was given him in the same manner 
that pay was given professors of the State 
University who are retired. 
He Insleted- 


that the payment to "Wilkinson was legal 
and that an endeavor was being made by 
the complainant to read legal technicali- 
ties into the code in an effort to limit 
the application of the law. 


REED'S CONTENTION. 


Attorney Reed declared that the Dur- 


ham fund should be used entirely In the 
actual maintenance 
of the 
Institution; 


that such funds were to be paid to teach- 
ers and other employes and that Wilkin- 
son was not mentioned in the institution's 
catalogue in any manner. 


Director Creed gave an outline of the 


last biennial report, of the 
institution's 


finances, showing tnat the total recfelpts 
for the last two years, Including State 
appropriation, contingent funds and In- 
terest and dividends from trust funds, 
amounted to $169,383.70. The interest and 
dividends of the various funds were given 
as follows: 


Durham bequest, $7689.08; Strauss fund, 


$1578.44; library fund, $63.03; Vcr Huele, 
$381.40; Ingalls fund, '$66.70;'total,' $777. 


Director Creed, early In' his testimony 


today, declared that it was his opinion as 
a former public 
school principal, 'that 


there was no Justice In -the complaint that 
directors should frequently visit the class 
rooms. 
He was of the belief, he said, 


that over-supervision of this kind created 
uneasiness among the pupils and did not 
bring the best results. He said he thought, 
however, that the director's should keep in 
close touch with the principal and with 
the Institution's, work, which they had 
been doing. 
The Inference which. had 


been drawn that the directors were riot 
doing their duty had astonished him, de- 
clared' Creed.

Apparently.the officers of the Pacific.,Coast Steamship Company 


think they are vindicated because all the passengers. on board the 
Santa Rosa were saved. One of, the ship's ^officers and .three seamen 
•were lost, but that does not matter—they were merely hired men 
and their drowning should excite no concern. 


But the passengers lost .nearly all their personal effects 'by 


being hastily sent ashore.in a roaring surf-after being unneces- 
sarily kept on board for nineteen hours. ,Why. they were not sent 
ashore earlier when the sea was smooth and landing could have been 
effected at leisure and without peril or discomfort is a question 
that has yet to .be answered. At 6:30 in the .morning the steam 
schooner /Centralia was alongside the' Santa Rosa and offered to 
take the passengers off, but the.offer.was refused and no attempt 
was made to land them until 5 o'clock in the evening, when a high 
sea was running and the ship breaking up. 'What was the cause 
of the delay? Why was not tiie offer of the Centralia's captain 
accepted? This extract from,the testimony of E. T&. Morgan,'-wire- 
less operator aboard the Centralia, will help explain matters: 


Morgan testified that he had been called at half past 5 in the 


morning by the second mate of the Centralia and informed..that 
there was a ship ashore above Point Arguello and to try and com- 
municate with her. 


"I got Point Arguello. station first and told them there was a 


vessel ashore, and then called the Santa Rosa and got her," said 
Morgan. "I asked what the trouble was, and she replied that they 
were on the beach. They. said. 'Go on,' and I told that to Captain 
Ericsson. He said it must be a mistake and should have been ''Come 
on,' and he turned the Centralia toward the wreck. 


"Some .time about noon I got this message, sent to Captain 


Ericsson of the Centralia. It read: ''How much do you want-to 
take my passengers to San Luis, per head, or lump sum1?' It was 
signed, 'Captain, Santa Rosa.' 
'

"Captain Ericsson replied, 'My company is doing business all 


the time with the Pacific Coast Steamship Companyi Leave it to 
them to settle it. Is that O.K.?' 
.

"Along about 3. or 4 o'clock in the afternoon Captain Ericsson 


sent the following message to Captain Faria on the wreck, after his 
lines whichlie had on the Santa Rosa had parted: 'Don't you think 
all of us had better wait until about 5 o'clock and then all pull again 
at full speed?'

"The answer from Captain Faria was: 'Please wait:until I get 


an answer from the city. We will all wait until high tide as you 
say.'" 
• 


Now, if we turn to the statements of J. H. Cooper, assistant 


to Vice-President and General Manager Higby of the .Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company, who was in wireless communication with Cap- 
tain Faria, .the situation is put in a .clearer light; 'He explains" the 
failure to send the Santa Rosa's passengers aboard, the Centralia 
i n this way:

"The whole thing is a most unfortunate misunderstanding," 


said Cooper, "and my intentions have been terribly misjudged. Mr. 
Higbee and Captain .Hi-bbard .were both away when the.message 
was received telling us that the Santa Rosa was on the rocks at 
Point Arguello, and I was forced to" act for them. " My work has 
been mainly confined to the. clerical department and it.is possible 
that the habit of demanding vouchers and bills for everything 
caused me to apparently set a money "value on the lives of the pas- 
sengers. 
. . . . 


"Such was not my intention, however. Whatever the price 


might have been the company was willing to pay it, and I may say 
that my father-in-law and mother-in-law being on ,: the-vessel 'at 
the time should be proof enough of the fact that all I wanted to se- 
cure was the safety of the passengers." " 


So it was a question of dollars arid cents''and vouchers after 


all. Why was no reply sent to Captain Ericsson's offer?' ^Cooper 
says he thought the Santa Rosa's passengers were aboard the Cen- 
tralia. Why did he think so? He had not ordered them sent aboard 
the Centralia, and it is evident Captain Faria was Awaiting on his 
instructions; he was waiting at 5 o'clock in the evening. The con- 
clusion is inevitable that: Cap.tain Faria was too timid to action h'is 
own responsibility and that Cooper was temporizing in-the hope'qf 
saving expense to his company. Had he had been so solicitous about 
the safety of the passengers as he says he was he would have sent 
Captain Faria a message reading something like this: "Send your 
passengers aboard the Centralia at once if you can do so safely; do 
all you can for their comfort and safety, and .use your best judg- 
ement about saving the ship and cargo."- But the Captain of the 
Centralia was never answered and Captain Faria-was kept hanging 
in the air awaiting instructions from the home 'office in San Fran- 
cisco. 
• 


All the incidents of the affair are a.scathing commentary on 


the-.management of the Pacific. Coast Steamship Company. 'The 
men' placed in command of the company's ships were apparently 
little more than call boys for the officials in the home office; they 
were not supposed to do anything on their own initiative or .to incur 
any expense without special authorization .from the home office. 
The captain of a steamer on the rocks with.265 passengers on board 
sucks his thumbs and waits nineteen hours for landlubbers in an 
office 230 miles away to tell him what-to do. How fantastic! -There 
is nothing more absurd in the comic.:opera of "Pinafore." It is just 
this sort of management that produces officers like Captain Faria. 
That officer is evidently a victim of .circumstances and a foolish 
and parsimonious system, but his indecision in a crisis is a fatal 
proof of -his incapacity for the command of a big ocean steamer. 
He subordinated-his judgment to - , that of men'at a distance who 
knew nothing of practical seamanship and were ignorant of the 
conditions he was facing. From beginning to end there was noth- 
ing, but incapacity and mismanagement. Fortunately the loss of 
life is small, but a fine ship has been lost, an honest seaman's career 
ruined and the reputation of the Pacific Coast Steamship Company 
sadly damaged. Coming so soon after the wreck of the Spokane in 
i Seymour Narrows it will bring the methods of:the company under 
'critical review, and very properly should. . • . *

$1000 for the death of George L,. Beck of 
Livermore, Ella Beck, his wife, and thei 
three children—Harriet .(aged 6), Ernm 
(aged 4) and Leonard (aged. 2)—all of 
whom were killed in a train wreck that 
oc-curred in the State 
oE Washington 


about March 1,. 1910. 
Th2a 
fact 
was 


brought to light this forenoon when Judg-e 
Fred V. Wood of Amador county, sitting 
In the probate department of the Superior 
Court, made an offler authorizing John 
Beck, brother of George L. Beck and ad- 
ministrator of his estate, to accept this 
sum in full: settlement of the funeral 
expenses arid all others claims against the 
railway corporation. 


The accident in which the Beck family 


were exterminated was caused by a snow- 
slide. , Tho train they were on was stalled 
in a canyon during a blizzard and was 
reduced almost to a,.tota! wreck by an 
avalanche of snow that swept down from 
the mountains above, derailing and burn- 
ing the coaches. It was this element of 
the wreck that relieved tha Great North- 
ern from any legal responsibility for the 
death of the'family. 


In Ills petition for permission to make 
the. settlement, with the railway people, 
Administrator Beck set forth that the 
funeral expenses of the Beck family were 
$908, so that the amount paid 
by tho 


Great Northern is just a trifle in excess 
of this indebtedness. 
George 
L. Beck 


left an estate of about $8000 and his wife 
had property In East Richmond, Contra 
Costa county, valued at about $1800. Both 
of these estates are now In progress of 
probate.
